As a matter of fact, Mr. Bailey, in 22 appeals reversed Judge Woods 


four times, and was able to sustain him 10 times, making 14 cases won 
out of 22. This, however, is comparatively 
unimportant as compared 


with the record of the man whose decisions are involved. 


The brief analysis at the bottom of this article shows the situation 


exactly. They show that Judge., Woods has been reversed half the time, 
and has been right only once out of two times, when the average judge is 
right four out of five times. 
Judged by this standard we show that 


Judge Woods is far below the standard of the average judges in this 
Commonwealth.

PKOl'OSKIJ AMENmfENTS TO THE 


CONSTITUTION 


The following amendments to the Consti- 


tution of Pennsylvania will be submitted to 
the vote of the people, the full text of said 
amendments being- as follows, to wit: 
Proposed Amendment to the Constitution 
No. 1 


• Shall Section One of Aticle Eight of the 
Constitution be Amended so as to re.id .is 


Every citizen, male or female, 
of twenty-one years of ago, possessing the 
following qualifications, shall be entitled 
to rote at all elections, subject, however, 
to such laws requiring and regulating the 
registration of electors as the General As- 
sembly way enact: 


First. He or she shall have been a citi- 
zen of the United States at least one month. 
Second. He or she shall have resided in 
the State one year (or, having previously 
been a qualified elector 'or native-born 
citizen of the State, he or she shall have re- 
moved therefrom and returned, then six 
months) immediately preceding the elec- 


requiring the payment by employers, or

Little Talks on Health and Hygiene 


by Samuel G. Dixon, M. D. 


A day spent in school by a half 


sick child may result in a week's 
serious illness. If, as so often hap- 
pens, the slight indisposition proves 
to be the beginning of some com- 
municable disease, the result is that 
the other children in the school are 
exposed and those who,are suscepti- 
ble will follow in turn. 


School 'authorities are naturally 


anxious to secure regularity of at- 
tendance on the part of the scholars 
and- many parents feel that they are 
simply doing their duty in forcing 
children to go to school who com- 
plain of not feeling well. It is much 
better for a child to lose an occa- 
sional day's schooling than to risk 
bringing on an illness and exposing 
others. 


Children's 
recuperative powers, 


generally speaking, are superior to 
those of older people. Proper rest 
and care will often ward off serious 
illness but this requires care and in- 
sight on the part of the parents as 
the children themselves are not apt 
to call attention to their condition 
until they become seriously ill. 


Loss of appetite, feverishness, las- 


situde, discoloration of, the eyes, are 
all 
indications 
which should 
be 


watched as symptoms of indisposi- 
tion. 


The work which children lose in 


the schools they can make up far 
more readily than what they lose in 
health. Satisfactory mental progress 
cannot be made unless health is first 
considered and school authorities 
should realize that the total amount 
of time lost is far greater owing to 
the added possibility of spreading 
communicable disease when half sick 
children are permitted in school. 


When children are ill their play- 


mates should not be permitted to go 
to see them until it is absolutely cer- 
tain that they are not suffering from 
some communicable disease. 
Colds 


are communicable. Parents should 
see that their children do not visit 
other youngsters who are ill and in- 
fants should never be taken into 
houses where there is danger of their

ELISHA'S HEAVENLY DEFENDERS. 


LESSON TEXT—II Kings 6:8-23. 
GOLJ3EN TEXT—The angel of Jehovah 
encompeth round about them that feat 
him, and dehvereth them.—Ps. 34:7. 


A map is useful in teaching this 


lesson. The events occurred during 
the revolution which resulted In the 
extermination 
of Jezebel and 
her 


broodv Dothan, a small walled town, 
was-about ten miles north and slight- 
ly east of Samaria, the capital o£ 
Israel, and in history is connected 
with Joseph (Gen. 37). Damascus was 
the capital of Syria, 


I. Danger, vv. 8-13. Jehoram, king 


of Israel, cleaved to the sins of Jero- 
boam and of Ahab, his father. 
In 


Judah, ^Jehoram, the son of Jehosha- 
phat, married Athaliah, the daughter 
of Ahab and Jezebel. General Jehu, 
fambus for his driving, was soon to 
become king of Israel. The king of 
Assyria, being otherwise engaged, al- 
lowed Syria, the constant enemy of 
Israel, to make a fresh attack unhin- 
dere'd (v. 8). Elisha, the patriot, the 
"man Of God," proves to be Israel's 
real, safety. 
EHsha has not left us 


gre'at revelations like Isaiah 
and 


other prophets, but he knew from day 
to day God's will, and he has power 
wtth him so that he could warn his 
people of impending danger. He had 
what the king and the people both 


a visWn of God. He saw the 


needs and dangers, but algo the re- 


Eft hi£ command. Thus he de- 


livered Isreal mamy,times (v. 10). We, 
too, are thus frequently delivered, let 
as praise God. The underying reason 
for Israel'* danger was its neglect of 
the word of God, and the same can. be 
Bald as explaining the .defeat of the 
Syrians. True patriotism 
combines 


vision and warning. The king of 
Syria, like countless other despots, 
knew not friend from foe, but evident- 
ly he* had one retainer who told him 
the truth (v. 12). 
Some have sug- 


gested that this was Naaman; per- 
haps It was a captive Israelite. In 
either case It suggests God's knowl- 
edge of us. (See Ps. 139:1-10.)

The servant of EHsha had 


risen, oerly «»d saw only the hills 
surreujpding Dotfean,.upon which was 
"a host with horses and chariots 
round about the city" (v. 15), and in 
consternati«n he exclaims: "Alas, my 
master, how shall we do?" 
Again 


we are Impressed with the vision of 
Elisha and the "lack of it on the serv- 
ant's part. EHsha saw what the serv- 
ant could ndt ege; walking by falth_he 
was not affrighted (John 14:1; Phil. 
4: 6, 7; Isa. 12:2; Ps. 56:3). In re- 
sponse to Elisha's prayer the servant's 
eyes were opened, yet he was not one 
whit more safe than before (v. 17). < 
It is a striking contrast here with the 
Elisha of chapter 2:10. It Is a sug- 
gestion of the Christian anointed by 
the Holy Spirit and that of the saved 
sinner before that experience. 
Our 


eyes need to be opened to see that 
"they that be with us are more than 
they that be ^flth thorn" (v. 1-6). 


III. Deliverance, vv. 19-23. In the 


first section we ane taught the danger 
of a lack of vision. In the second sec- 
tion the emphaeie is upon the need 
of a vision, whereas in this there is 
presented the use of a vision. To 
crystallize vision tato experience IS a 
difficult task for us all. Elisha prayed 
Jehovah, f*r whom he was acting, to 
smite the Syrians with blindness. 
This was not for vengeance, but (a) to 
teach the Syrians who the true God 
is (b), to lead Jehor-am, the king, to 
go to Jehovah for help, and (c) to de- 
liver the people from the raids of the 
Syrians. 
T~his 
word 
"blindness" 


(v. 18) conveys the idea of dazzling, 
visual bewHderi»ent, hallucination and 
not of total loss of sight, thus making 
It easy for Elisha to lead them as he 
willed (v. 19). Mentally bewildered 
as a result of their physical ailment 
they failed to recognize the prophet. 
He did not deceive fiiem, for they at 
last "found him" when he led them, 
Into Samaria "and once more they could 
Bee. 
Within the walls of Samaria 


Elisha's prayer is again answered, 
their sight restored (v. 20) and they 
find themselves at the mercy of Is- 
rael's king. The older and wiser man 
Elisha, forbids the younger, the king,' 
to use his advantage (vv. 21 22), but 
father-to heap coals of fire upon their' 
heads by setting before them food 
(Rom. 12: 20, 21); within his power,1 
such acts sould not be attributed to' 
fear, z 


There are here presented three prin- 


cipal lessons. 


(1) The foolishness of seeking to 


circumvent God or of thwarting his 
purposes. 


(2) The protecting care God is con- 


stantly exercising over those who put 
cheir trust in him, and in his bound- 
less resources. 


(3) The lesson of rra'-.inc; the right
